Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any 3

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the 4

For necessary expenses of the Office of the Secretary 5

appropriated by this Act may be available to compensate 12

any employee of United States Customs and Border Pro-13

tection for overtime, from whatever source, in an amount 14

that exceeds such limitation, except in individual cases de-15

termined by the Secretary of Homeland Security, or the 16

designee of the Secretary, to be necessary for national se-17

curity purposes, to prevent excessive costs, or in cases of 18

immigration emergencies: Provided further, That of the 19

amount made available under this heading, $202,816,000 20

shall remain available until September 30, 2009, to sup-21

port software development, equipment, contract services, 22

and the implementation of inbound lanes and modification 23

to vehicle primary processing lanes at ports of entry, of 24

which $100,000 is to promote information and education 25
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exchange with nations friendly to the United States in 1

order to promote sharing of best practices and tech-2

nologies relating to homeland security, as authorized by 3

section 879 of Public Law 107–296 and $100,000,000 4

may not be obligated until the Committees on Appropria-5

tions of the Senate and the House of Representatives re-6

ceive a report on the results of pilot programs used to de-7

velop and implement the plan required by section 8

7209(b)(1) of the Intelligence Reform and Terrorism Pre-9

vention Act of 2004 (Public Law 108–458; 8 U.S.C. 1185 10

note), which includes the following information: (1) infra-11

structure and staffing required, with associated costs, by 12

port of entry; (2) updated milestones for plan implementa-13

tion; (3) a detailed explanation of how requirements of 14

such section have been satisfied; (4) confirmation that a 15

vicinity-read radio frequency identification card has been 16

adequately tested to ensure operational success; and (5) 17

a description of steps taken to ensure the integrity of pri-18

vacy safeguards. 19

AUTOMATION MODERNIZATION 20

For expenses for customs and border protection auto-21

mated systems, $476,609,000, to remain available until 22

expended, of which not less than $316,969,000 shall be 23

for the development of the Automated Commercial Envi-24

ronment: Provided, That of the total amount made avail-25

able under this heading, $216,969,000 may not be obli-26
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gated for the Automated Commercial Environment pro-1

gram until 30 days after the Committees on Appropria-2

tions of the Senate and the House of Representatives re-3

ceive a report on the results to date and plans for the 4

program from the Department of Homeland Security that 5

includes: 6

(1) a detailed accounting of the program’s 7

progress up to the date of the report in meeting 8

prior commitments made to the Committees relative 9

to system capabilities or services, system perform-10

ance levels, mission benefits and outcomes, mile-11

stones, cost targets, and program management capa-12

bilities; 13

(2) an explicit plan of action defining how all 14

unobligated funds for the program from prior appro-15

priations and all fiscal year 2008 funds are to be 16

spent to meet future program commitments, with 17

sufficient detail to link the planned expenditure of 18

funds to the milestone-based delivery of specific ca-19

pabilities, services, performance levels, mission bene-20

fits and outcomes, and program management capa-21

bilities; 22

(3) a listing of all open Government Account-23

ability Office and Office of Inspector General rec-24

ommendations related to the program, with the sta-25
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tus of the Department’s efforts to address the rec-1

ommendations, including milestones for fully ad-2

dressing them; 3

(4) a written certification by the Chief Finan-4

cial Officer of the Department of Homeland Security 5

that the program has been reviewed and approved in 6

accordance with the Department’s investment man-7

agement process, and that this process fulfills all 8

capital planning and investment control require-9

ments and reviews established by the Office of Man-10

agement and Budget, including Circular A–11, part 11

7, as well as copies of all investment decision memo-12

randa and supporting analyses generated by and 13

used in the Department’s process; 14

(5) a written certification by the Chief Informa-15

tion Officer of the Department of Homeland Secu-16

rity that an independent validation and verification 17

agent has and will continue to actively review the 18

program, as well as summaries of reviews conducted 19

by the agent during the preceding 12 months; 20

(6) a written certification by the Chief Informa-21

tion Officer of the Department of Homeland Secu-22

rity that: the system architecture is sufficiently 23

aligned with the department’s information systems 24

enterprise architecture to minimize future rework, 25
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including: a description of all aspects of the architec-1

tures that were and were not assessed in making the 2

alignment determination; the date of the alignment 3

determination; any known areas of misalignment; 4

any associated risks; and corrective actions to ad-5

dress any such areas; 6

(7) a written certification by the Chief Informa-7

tion Officer of the Department of Homeland Secu-8

rity that the program has a risk management proc-9

ess that regularly and proactively identifies, evalu-10

ates, mitigates, and monitors risks throughout the 11

system life cycle, and communicates high-risk condi-12

tions to United States Customs and Border Protec-13

tion and Department of Homeland Security invest-14

ment decision makers, as well as a listing of the pro-15

gram’s high risks and the status of efforts to ad-16

dress them; 17

(8) a written certification by the Chief Procure-18

ment Officer of the Department of Homeland Secu-19

rity that the plans for the program comply with the 20

Federal acquisition rules, requirements, guidelines, 21

and practices, and a description of the actions being 22

taken to address areas of non-compliance, the risks 23

associated with them along with any plans for ad-24
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dressing these risks and the status of their imple-1

mentation; and 2

(9) a written certification by the Chief Human 3

Capital Officer of the Department of Homeland Se-4

curity that human capital needs of the program are 5

being strategically and proactively managed, and 6

that current human capital capabilities are sufficient 7

to execute the plans discussed in the report. 8

ing, infrastructure, and technology, $1,000,000,000 (re-12

heading, $700,000,000 shall not be obligated until the 16

Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the 17

House of Representatives receive and approve a plan for 18

expenditure, prepared by the Secretary of Homeland Secu-19

rity and submitted within 60 days after the date of enact-20

ment of this Act, for a program to establish a security 21

barrier along the borders of the United States of fencing 22

and vehicle barriers, where practicable, and other forms 23

of tactical infrastructure and technology, that— 24

(1) defines activities, milestones, and costs for 25

implementing the program, including identification 26

(2) demonstrates how activities will further the 5

objectives of the Secure Border Initiative (SBI), as 6

defined in the SBI multi-year strategic plan, and 7

how the plan allocates funding to the highest pri-8

ority border security needs; 9

(3) identifies funding and staffing (including 10

full-time equivalents, contractors, and detailees) re-11

quirements by activity; 12

(4) describes how the plan addresses security 13

needs at the Northern Border and the ports of 14

entry, including infrastructure, technology, design 15

and operations requirements; 16

(5) reports on costs incurred, the activities com-17

pleted, and the progress made by the program in 18

terms of obtaining operational control of the entire 19

border of the United States; 20

(6) includes an analysis by the Secretary, for 21

each segment of fencing or tactical infrastructure, of 22

the selected approach compared to other, alternative 23

means of achieving operational control; such analysis 24

should include cost, level of operational control, pos-25
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sible unintended effects on communities, and other 1

factors critical to the decision-making process; 2

(7) includes a certification by the Chief Pro-3

curement Officer of the Department of Homeland 4

Security that procedures to prevent conflicts of in-5

terest between the prime integrator and major sub-6

contractors are established and that the SBI Pro-7

gram Office has adequate staff and resources to ef-8

fectively manage the SBI program, SBInet contract, 9

and any related contracts, including the exercise of 10

technical oversight, and a certification by the Chief 11

Information Officer of the Department of Homeland 12

Security that an independent verification and valida-13

tion agent is currently under contract for the 14

projects funded under this heading; 15

(8) complies with all applicable acquisition 16

rules, requirements, guidelines, and best systems ac-17

quisition management practices of the Federal Gov-18

ernment; 19

(9) complies with the capital planning and in-20

vestment control review requirements established by 21

the Office of Management and Budget, including 22

Circular A–11, part 7; 23

(10) is reviewed and approved by the Depart-24

ment of Homeland Security Investment Review 25
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Board, the Secretary of Homeland Security, and the 1

Office of Management and Budget; and 2

(11) is reviewed by the Government Account-3

ability Office: 4

Provided further, That the Secretary shall report to the 5

Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the 6

House of Representatives on program progress to date, 7

and specific objectives to be achieved through the award 8

of current and remaining task orders planned for the bal-9

ance of available appropriations: (1) at least 30 days prior 10

to the award of any task order requiring the obligation 11

in excess of $100,000,000; and (2) prior to the award of 12

a task order that would cause cumulative obligations to 13

exceed 50 percent of the total amount appropriated: Pro-14

vided further, That of the funds provided under this head-15

ing, not more than $2,000,000 shall be used to reimburse 16

the Defense Acquisition University for the costs of con-17

of the funds under this heading may be obligated for a 4

fencing or tactical infrastructure project or activity unless 5

the Secretary formally consults with affected State and 6

local communities to solicit their advice and support of 7

such project or activity: Provided further, That no funds 8

under this heading may be obligated for any project or 9

activity for which the Secretary has exercised waiver au-10

thority pursuant to section 102(c) of the Illegal Immigra-11

tion Reform and Immigrant Responsibility Act of 1996 12

(8 U.S.C. 1103 note) until 15 days have elapsed from the 13

date of the publication of the decision in the Federal Reg-14

ister. 15

AIR AND MARINE INTERDICTION, OPERATIONS, 16

MAINTENANCE, AND PROCUREMENT 17

For necessary expenses for the operations, mainte-18

nance, and procurement of marine vessels, aircraft, un-19

manned aircraft systems, and other related equipment of 20

the air and marine program, including operational train-21

ing and mission-related travel, and rental payments for 22

facilities occupied by the air or marine interdiction and 23

demand reduction programs, the operations of which in-24

clude the following: the interdiction of narcotics and other 25

goods; the provision of support to Federal, State, and local 26
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agencies in the enforcement or administration of laws en-1

forced by the Department of Homeland Security; and at 2

the discretion of the Secretary of Homeland Security, the 3

provision of assistance to Federal, State, and local agen-4

cies in other law enforcement and emergency humani-5

tarian efforts, $477,287,000, to remain available until ex-6

pended: Provided, That no aircraft or other related equip-7

ment, except aircraft that are one-of-a-kind and have been 8

identified as excess to United States Customs and Border 9

Protection requirements and aircraft that have been dam-10

aged beyond repair, shall be transferred to any other Fed-11

eral agency, department, or office outside of the Depart-12

ment of Homeland Security during fiscal year 2008 with-13

out the prior approval of the Committees on Appropria-14

tions of the Senate and the House of Representatives: Pro-15

vided further, That none of the funds under this heading 16

may be obligated for procurement of additional unmanned 17

aerial systems until the Commissioner of United States 18

Customs and Border Protection certifies to the Commit-19

tees on Appropriations of the Senate and House of Rep-20

resentatives that they are of higher priority and more cost 21

effective than other items included in the Air and Marine 22

Strategic Recapitalization and Modernization plan. 23

CONSTRUCTION 24

For necessary expenses to plan, construct, renovate, 25

equip, and maintain buildings and facilities necessary for 26
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the administration and enforcement of the laws relating 1

to customs and immigration, $249,663,000, to remain 2

available until expended. 3

UNITED STATES IMMIGRATION AND CUSTOMS 4

ENFORCEMENT 5

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 6

For necessary expenses for enforcement of immigra-7

tion and customs laws, detention and removals, and inves-8

tigations; and purchase and lease of up to 3,790 (2,350 9

for replacement only) police-type vehicles; $4,146,300,000 10

(increased by $9,100,000) (reduced by $5,000,000) (in-11

creased by $5,000,000), of which not to exceed 12

$10,000,000 shall be available until expended for con-13

ducting special operations under section 3131 of the Cus-14

toms Enforcement Act of 1986 (19 U.S.C. 2081); of which 15

not to exceed $15,000 shall be for official reception and 16

representation expenses; of which not to exceed 17

$1,000,000 shall be for awards of compensation to inform-18

ants, to be accounted for solely under the certificate of 19

the Secretary of Homeland Security; and of which not to 20

exceed $11,216,000 shall be available to fund or reimburse 21

other Federal agencies for the costs associated with the 22

care, maintenance, and repatriation of smuggled illegal 23

aliens: Provided, That none of the funds made available 24

under this heading shall be available to compensate any 25
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employee for overtime in an annual amount in excess of 1

$35,000, except that the Secretary of Homeland Security, 2

or a designee of the Secretary, may waive that amount 3

as necessary for national security purposes and in cases 4

of immigration emergencies: Provided further, That of the 5

total amount provided, $15,770,000 shall be for activities 6

to enforce laws against forced child labor in fiscal year 7

2008, of which not to exceed $6,000,000 shall remain 8

available until expended: Provided further, That at least 9

once per month the Secretary of Homeland Security or 10

a designee of the Secretary shall obtain information from 11

every prison, jail, and correctional facility in the United 12

States to identify incarcerated aliens who may be deport-13

able and make every reasonable effort to remove such 14

aliens judged deportable upon their release from custody. 15

FEDERAL PROTECTIVE SERVICE 16

The revenues and collections of security fees credited 17

to this account shall be available until expended for nec-18

essary expenses related to the protection of federally- 19

owned and leased buildings and for the operations of the 20

Federal Protective Service: Provided, That none of the 21

funds provided in this or any other Act, and none of the 22

revenues or collections of security fees credited to this ac-23

count, may be obligated for any activity that reduces the 24

number of in-service Federal Protective Service police offi-25
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cers below the number of such officers as of October 1, 1

2006, unless— 2

(1) the Director of the Federal Protective Serv-3

ice provides to the head of the relevant lead State 4

and local law enforcement agencies for the jurisdic-5

tion concerned a report on the number and type of 6

cases handled by the Federal Protective Service po-7

lice in that jurisdiction for the previous two fiscal 8

years; 9

(2) the Director of the Federal Protective Serv-10

ice negotiates a Memorandum of Agreement with the 11

head of each relevant State and local law enforce-12

ment agency for the jurisdiction concerned that ex-13

plains how the work identified in the report de-14

scribed in section (1) will be addressed in the future; 15

and 16

(3) the Director of the Federal Protective Serv-17

ice submits copies of each report under paragraph 18

(1) and each memorandum under paragraph (2) to 19

the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and 20

the House of Representatives by not later than 15 21

days before the number of in-service Federal Protec-22

tive Service police officers is reduced for the con-23

cerned jurisdiction. 24

ment automated systems, $30,700,000, to remain avail-3

able until expended: Provided, That none of the funds 4

made available under this heading may be obligated until 5

the Committees on Appropriations of the Senate and the 6

House of Representatives receive and approve a plan for 7

expenditure prepared by the Secretary of Homeland Secu-8

rity that— 9

(1) meets the capital planning and investment 10

control review requirements established by the Office 11

of Management and Budget, including Circular A– 12

11, part 7; 13

(2) complies with the Department of Homeland 14

Security information systems enterprise architecture; 15

(3) complies with the acquisition rules, require-16

ments, guidelines, and systems acquisition manage-17

ment practices of the Federal Government; 18

(4) includes a certification by the Chief Infor-19

mation Officer of the Department of Homeland Se-20

curity that an independent verification and valida-21

tion agent is currently under contract for the 22

project; 23

(5) is reviewed and approved by the Depart-24

ment of Homeland Security Investment Review 25
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Board, the Secretary of Homeland Security, and the 1

Office of Management and Budget; and 2

(6) is reviewed by the Government Account-3

ability Office. 4

CONSTRUCTION 5

For necessary expenses to plan, construct, renovate, 6

equip, and maintain buildings and facilities necessary for 7

the administration and enforcement of the laws relating 8

to customs and immigration, $6,000,000, to remain avail-9

able until expended: Provided, That none of the funds 10

made available in this or any other Act may be used to 11

solicit or consider any request to privatize facilities cur-12

rently owned by the United States Government and used 13

to detain illegal aliens until the Committees on Appropria-14

tions of the Senate and the House of Representatives re-15

ceive and approve a plan for carrying out that privatiza-16

tion.

sale and transfer of ammonium nitrate by an ammonium 4

nitrate facility in accordance with this subtitle to prevent 5

the misappropriation or use of ammonium nitrate in an 6

act of terrorism. 7

‘‘(f) EXEMPTION FOR EXPLOSIVE PURPOSES.—The 12

Secretary may exempt from this subtitle a person pro-13

ducing, selling, or purchasing ammonium nitrate exclu-14

sively for use in the production of an explosive under a li-15

cense issued under chapter 40 of title 18, United States 16

Code. 17

‘‘(g) CONSULTATION.—In carrying out this section, the 18

Secretary shall consult with the Secretary of Agriculture, 19

States, and appropriate private sector entities, to ensure 20

that the access of agricultural producers to ammonium ni-21

trate is not unduly burdened. 22

‘‘(h) DATA CONFIDENTIALITY.— 23

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding section 552 24

of title 5, United States Code, or the USA PATRIOT 25
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ACT (Public Law 107–56; 115 Stat. 272), and except 1

as provided in paragraph (2), the Secretary may not 2

disclose to any person any information obtained 3

under this subtitle. 4

‘‘(2) EXCEPTION.—The Secretary may disclose 5

any information obtained by the Secretary under this 6

subtitle to— 7

‘‘(A) an officer or employee of the United 8

States, or a person that has entered into a con-9

tract with the United States, who has a need to 10

know the information to perform the duties of 11

the officer, employee, or person; or 12

‘‘(B) to a State agency under section 899D, 13

under appropriate arrangements to ensure the 14

protection of the information.

‘‘(7) RE-CHECKS AGAINST TERRORIST SCREEN-12

ING DATABASE.— 13

‘‘(A) RE-CHECKS.—The Secretary shall, as 14

appropriate, recheck persons provided a registra-15

tion number pursuant to this subtitle against the 16

terrorist screening database of the Department, 17

and may revoke such registration number if the 18

Secretary determines such person may pose a 19

threat to national security. 20

‘‘(B) NOTICE OF REVOCATION.—The Sec-21

retary shall, as appropriate, provide prior notice 22

‘‘SEC. 899C. INSPECTION AND AUDITING OF RECORDS. 3

‘‘The Secretary shall establish a process for the peri-4

odic inspection and auditing of the records maintained by 5

owners of ammonium nitrate facilities for the purpose of 6

monitoring compliance with this subtitle or for the purpose 7

of deterring or preventing the misappropriation or use of 8

ammonium nitrate in an act of terrorism. 9

‘‘SEC. 899D. ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS. 10

‘‘(a) COOPERATIVE AGREEMENTS.—The Secretary— 11

‘‘(1) may enter into a cooperative agreement 12

with the Secretary of Agriculture, or the head of any 13

State department of agriculture or its designee in-14

volved in agricultural regulation, in consultation 15

with the State agency responsible for homeland secu-16

rity, to carry out the provisions of this subtitle; and 17

‘‘(2) wherever possible, shall seek to cooperate 18

with State agencies or their designees that oversee am-19

monium nitrate facility operations when seeking co-20

operative agreements to implement the registration 21

and enforcement provisions of this subtitle.

10

‘‘(2) USE OF MATERIALS AND PROGRAMS.—In 11

providing guidance under this subsection, the Sec-12

retary shall, to the extent practicable, leverage any 13

relevant materials and programs. 14

‘‘(3) NOTIFICATION MATERIALS.— 15

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall 16

make available materials suitable for posting at 17

locations where ammonium nitrate is sold. 18

‘‘(B) DESIGN OF MATERIALS.—Materials 19

made available under subparagraph (A) shall be 20

designed to notify prospective ammonium nitrate 21

purchasers of— 22

‘‘(i) the record-keeping requirements 23

under section 899B; and 24
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‘‘(ii) the penalties for violating such 1

requirements. 2

‘‘SEC. 899E. THEFT REPORTING REQUIREMENT. 3

‘‘Any person who is required to comply with section 4

899B(e) who has knowledge of the theft or unexplained loss 5

of ammonium nitrate shall report such theft or loss to the 6

appropriate Federal law enforcement authorities not later 7

than 1 calendar day of the date on which the person becomes 8

aware of such theft or loss. Upon receipt of such report, 9

the relevant Federal authorities shall inform State, local, 10

and tribal law enforcement entities, as appropriate.

13

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any other provi-14

sion of law, an owner of an ammonium nitrate facility that 15

in good faith refuses to sell or transfer ammonium nitrate 16

to any person, or that in good faith discloses to the Depart-17

ment or to appropriate law enforcement authorities an ac-18

tual or attempted purchase or transfer of ammonium ni-19

trate, based upon a reasonable belief that the person seeking 20

purchase or transfer of ammonium nitrate may use the am-21

monium nitrate to create an explosive device to be employed 22

in an act of terrorism (as defined in section 3077 of title 23

18, United States Code), or to use ammonium nitrate for 24

any other unlawful purpose, shall not be liable in any civil 25
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action relating to that refusal to sell ammonium nitrate or 1

that disclosure. 2

‘‘(b) REASONABLE BELIEF.—A reasonable belief that 3

a person may use ammonium nitrate to create an explosive 4

device to be employed in an act of terrorism under sub-5

section (a) may not solely be based on the race, sex, national 6

origin, creed, religion, status as a veteran, or status as a 7

member of the Armed Forces of the United States of that 8

person. 9

‘‘SEC. 899H. PREEMPTION OF OTHER LAWS. 10

‘‘(a) OTHER FEDERAL REGULATIONS.—Except as pro-11

vided in section 899G, nothing in this subtitle affects any 12

regulation issued by any agency other than an agency of 13

the Department. 14

‘‘(b) STATE LAW.—Subject to section 899G, this sub-15

title preempts the laws of any State to the extent that such 16

laws are inconsistent with this subtitle, except that this sub-17

title shall not preempt any State law that provides addi-18

tional protection against the acquisition of ammonium ni-19

trate by terrorists or the use of ammonium nitrate in explo-20

sives in acts of terrorism or for other illicit purposes, as 21

determined by the Secretary.

riers, roads, lighting, cameras, and sensors in a 25

‘‘border security fencing, technology, and infrastruc-8

ture’’ and the $1,000,000,000 appropriated under this 9

Act under the heading ‘‘Border Security Fencing, In-10

frastructure, and Technology’’. 11

(1) On June 28th, 2007, the Senate, by a vote 1

of 46 to 53, rejected a motion to invoke cloture on a 2

bill to provide for comprehensive immigration reform. 3

(2) Illegal immigration remains the top domestic 4

issue in the United States. 5

(3) The people of the United States continue to 6

feel the effects of a failed immigration system on a 7

daily basis, and they have not forgotten that Congress 8

and the President have a duty to address the issue of 9

illegal immigration and the security of the inter-10

national borders of the United States. 11

(4) People from across the United States have 12

shared with members of the Senate their wide ranging 13

and passionate opinions on how best to reform the 14

immigration system. 15

(5) There is no consensus on an approach to 16

comprehensive immigration reform that does not first 17

secure the international borders of the United States. 18

(6) There is unanimity that the Federal Govern-19

ment has a responsibility to, and immediately should, 20

secure the international borders of the United States. 21

(7) Border security is an integral part of na-22

tional security. 23

(8) The greatest obstacle the Federal Government 24

faces with respect to the people of the United States 25
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is a lack of trust that the Federal Government will se-1

cure the international borders of the United States. 2

(9) This lack of trust is rooted in the past fail-3

ures of the Federal Government to uphold and enforce 4

immigration laws and the failure of the Federal Gov-5

ernment to secure the international borders of the 6

United States. 7

(10) Failure to uphold and enforce immigration 8

laws has eroded respect for those laws and eliminated 9

the faith of the people of the United States in the abil-10

ity of their elected officials to responsibly administer 11

immigration programs.

NATIONAL TRANSPORTATION SECURITY 3

CENTER OF EXCELLENCE.—If the Secretary of Homeland 4

Security establishes a National Transportation Security 5

Center of Excellence to conduct research and education ac-6

tivities, and to develop or provide professional security 7

training, including the training of transportation employ-8

ees and transportation professionals, the Mineta Transpor-9

tation Institute at San Jose State University may be in-10

cluded as a member institution of such Center.

(b) USE OF FUNDS.—Grants awarded pursuant to 1

subsection (a) may only be used to provide additional re-2

sources for an eligible law enforcement agency to address 3

(3) to upgrade and maintain law enforcement 8

(f) SUPPLEMENT NOT SUPPLANT.—Amounts appro-23

priated for grants under this section shall be used to supple-24
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ment and not supplant other State and local public funds 1

obligated for the purposes provided under this title. 2

SEC. 603. Enforcement of Federal Immigration Law. 3

Nothing in this title shall be construed to authorize 4

State or local law enforcement agencies or their officers to 5

exercise Federal immigration law enforcement authority. 6

TITLE VII—BORDER INFRASTRUCTURE AND 7

TECHNOLOGY MODERNIZATION 8

SEC. 701. SHORT TITLE. 9

This title may be cited as the ‘‘Border Infrastructure 10

and Technology Modernization Act of 2007’’. 11

SEC. 702. DEFINITIONS.—In this title: 12

(1) COMMISSIONER.—The term ‘‘Commissioner’’ 13

means the Commissioner of United States Customs 14

and Border Protection of the Department of Home-15

land Security.

(4) SECRETARY.—The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means 24

the Secretary of Homeland Security. 25
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(5) SOUTHERN BORDER.—The term ‘‘southern 1

border’’ means the international border between the 2

United States and Mexico. 3

SEC. 703. HIRING AND TRAINING OF BORDER AND 4

TRANSPORTATION SECURITY PERSONNEL.—(a) OFFICERS 5

AND AGENTS.— 6

(1) INCREASE IN OFFICERS AND AGENTS.—Sub-7

ject to the availability of appropriations, during each 8

of fiscal years 2009 through 2013, the Secretary 9

shall— 10

(A) increase the number of full-time agents 11

and associated support staff in United States 12

Immigration and Customs Enforcement of the 13

Department of Homeland Security by the equiv-14

alent of at least 100 more than the number of 15

such employees as of the end of the preceding fis-16

cal year; and 17

(B) increase the number of full-time officers, 18

agricultural specialists, and associated support 19

staff in United States Customs and Border Pro-20

tection by the equivalent of at least 200 more 21

than the number of such employees as of the end 22

of the preceding fiscal year. 23

(2) WAIVER OF FTE LIMITATION.—The Secretary 24

is authorized to waive any limitation on the number 25
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of full-time equivalent personnel assigned to the De-1

partment of Homeland Security to fulfill the require-2

ments of paragraph (1). 3

(b) TRAINING.—As necessary, the Secretary, acting 4

through the Assistant Secretary for the United States Immi-5

gration and Customs Enforcement and the Commissioner, 6

shall provide appropriate training for agents, officers, agri-7

cultural specialists, and associated support staff of the De-8

partment of Homeland Security to utilize new technologies 9

and to ensure that the proficiency levels of such personnel 10

are acceptable to protect the borders of the United States. 11

SEC. 704. PORT OF ENTRY INFRASTRUCTURE ASSESS-12

MENT STUDY.—(a) REQUIREMENT TO UPDATE.—Not later 13

than January 31 of every other year, the Commissioner, 14

in consultation with the Administrator of General Services 15

shall— 16

(1) review— 17

(A) the Port of Entry Infrastructure Assess-18

ment Study prepared by the United States Cus-19

toms Service, the Immigration and Naturaliza-20

tion Service, and the General Services Adminis-21

tration in accordance with the matter relating to 22

the ports of entry infrastructure assessment set 23

forth in the joint explanatory statement on page 24
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67 of conference report 106–319, accompanying 1

Public Law 106–58; and 2

(B) the nationwide strategy to prioritize 3

and address the infrastructure needs at the land 4

ports of entry prepared by the Department of 5

Homeland Security and the General Services Ad-6

ministration in accordance with the committee 7

recommendations on page 22 of Senate report 8

108–86, accompanying Public Law 108–90; 9

(2) update the assessment of the infrastructure 10

needs of all United States land ports of entry; and 11

(3) submit an updated assessment of land port 12

of entry infrastructure needs to Congress. 13

(b) CONSULTATION.—In preparing the updated studies 14

required under subsection (a), the Commissioner and the 15

Administrator of General Services shall consult with the Di-16

rector of the Office of Management and Budget, the Sec-17

retary, and affected State and local agencies on the northern 18

and southern borders of the United States. 19

(c) CONTENT.—Each updated study required in sub-20

section (a) shall— 21

(1) identify port of entry infrastructure and 22

technology improvement projects that would enhance 23

border security and facilitate the flow of legitimate 24

commerce if implemented; 25
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(2) include the projects identified in the National 1

Land Border Security Plan required by section 805; 2

and 3

(3) prioritize the projects described in para-4

graphs (1) and (2) based on the ability of a project— 5

(A) to enhance the ability of United States 6

Customs and Border Protection to achieve its 7

mission and to support operations; 8

(B) to fulfill security requirements; and 9

(C) facilitate trade across the borders of the 10

United States. 11

(d) PROJECT IMPLEMENTATION.—The Commissioner, 12

as appropriate, shall— 13

(1) implement the infrastructure and technology 14

improvement projects described in subsection (c) in 15

the order of priority assigned to each project under 16

subsection (c)(3); or 17

(2) forward the prioritized list of infrastructure 18

and technology improvement projects to the Adminis-19

trator of General Services for implementation in the 20

order of priority assigned to each project under sub-21

section (c)(3). 22

(e) DIVERGENCE FROM PRIORITIES.—The Commis-23

sioner may diverge from the priority order if the Commis-24

sioner determines that significantly changed circumstances, 25
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including immediate security needs, changes in infrastruc-1

ture in Mexico or Canada, or similar concerns, compel-2

lingly alter the need for a project in the United States. 3

SEC. 705. NATIONAL LAND BORDER SECURITY 4

PLAN.—(a) REQUIREMENT FOR PLAN.—Not later than 5

January 31 of every other year, the Secretary, acting 6

through the Commissioner, shall prepare a National Land 7

Border Security Plan and submit such plan to Congress. 8

(b) CONSULTATION.—In preparing the plan required 9

under subsection (a), the Commissioner shall consult with 10

other appropriate Federal agencies, State and local law en-11

forcement agencies, and private entities that are involved 12

in international trade across the northern or southern bor-13

der. 14

(c) VULNERABILITY ASSESSMENT.— 15

(1) IN GENERAL.—The plan required under sub-16

section (a) shall include a vulnerability, risk, and 17

threat assessment of each port of entry located on the 18

northern border or the southern border. 19

(2) PORT SECURITY COORDINATORS.—The Sec-20

retary, acting through the Commissioner, may estab-21

lish 1 or more port security coordinators at each port 22

of entry located on the northern border or the south-23

ern border— 24
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(A) to assist in conducting a vulnerability 1

assessment at such port; and 2

(B) to provide other assistance with the 3

preparation of the plan required under sub-4

section (a). 5

(d) COORDINATION WITH THE SECURE BORDER INI-6

TIATIVE.—The plan required under subsection (a) shall in-7

clude a description of activities undertaken during the pre-8

vious year as part of the Secure Border Initiative and ac-9

tions planned for the coming year as part of the Secure 10

Border Initiative. 11

SEC. 706. EXPANSION OF COMMERCE SECURITY PRO-12

GRAMS.—(a) COMMERCE SECURITY PROGRAMS.—(1) IN 13

GENERAL.—Not later than 1 year after the date of the enact-14

ment of this Act, the Commissioner, in consultation with 15

the Secretary, shall develop a plan to expand the size and 16

scope, including personnel needs, of the Customs-Trade 17

Partnership Against Terrorism program or other voluntary 18

programs involving government entities and the private sec-19

tor to strengthen and improve the overall security of the 20

international supply chain and security along the northern 21

and southern border of the United States. 22

(2) SOUTHERN BORDER SUPPLY CHAIN SECU-23

RITY.—Not later than 1 year after the date of enact-24

ment of this Act, the Commissioner shall provide Con-25
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gress with a plan to improve supply chain security 1

along the southern border, including, where appro-2

priate, plans to implement voluntary programs in-3

volving government entities and the private sector to 4

strengthen and improve the overall security of the 5

international supply chain that have been successfully 6

implemented on the northern border. 7

SEC. 707. PORT OF ENTRY TECHNOLOGY DEMONSTRA-8

TION PROGRAM. (a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary, act-9

ing through the Commissioner, shall carry out a technology 10

demonstration program to test and evaluate new port of 11

entry technologies, refine port of entry technologies and 12

operational concepts, and train personnel under realistic 13

conditions. 14

(b) TECHNOLOGY AND FACILITIES.— 15

(1) TECHNOLOGY TESTED.—Under the dem-16

onstration program, the Commissioner shall test tech-17

nologies that enhance port of entry operations, includ-18

ing those related to inspections, communications, port 19

tracking, identification of persons and cargo, sensory 20

devices, personal detection, decision support, and the 21

detection and identification of weapons of mass de-22

struction. 23

(2) FACILITIES DEVELOPED.—At a demonstra-24

tion site selected pursuant to subsection (c)(3), the 25
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Commissioner shall develop any facilities needed to 1

provide appropriate training to Federal law enforce-2

ment personnel who have responsibility for border se-3

curity, including cross-training among agencies, ad-4

vanced law enforcement training, and equipment ori-5

entation to the extent that such training is not being 6

conducted at existing Federal facilities. 7

(c) DEMONSTRATION SITES.— 8

(1) NUMBER.—The Commissioner shall carry out 9

the demonstration program at not less than 3 sites 10

and not more than 5 sites. 11

(2) LOCATION.—Of the sites selected under sub-12

section (c)— 13

(A) at least 1 shall be located on the north-14

ern border of the United States; and 15

(B) at least 1 shall be located on the south-16

ern border of the United States. 17

(3) SELECTION CRITERIA.—To ensure that 1 of 18

the facilities selected as a port of entry demonstration 19

site for the demonstration program has the most up- 20

to-date design, contains sufficient space to conduct the 21

demonstration program, has a traffic volume low 22

enough to easily incorporate new technologies without 23

interrupting normal processing activity, and can effi-24

ciently carry out demonstration and port of entry op-25
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erations, 1 port of entry selected as a demonstration 1

site may— 2

(A) have been established not more than 15 3

years before the date of the enactment of this Act; 4

(B) consist of not less than 65 acres, with 5

the possibility of expansion onto not less than 25 6

adjacent acres; and 7

(C) have serviced an average of not more 8

than 50,000 vehicles per month during the 12 9

months preceding the date of the enactment of 10

this Act. 11

(d) RELATIONSHIP WITH OTHER AGENCIES.—The 12

Secretary, acting through the Commissioner, shall permit 13

personnel from appropriate Federal agencies to utilize a 14

demonstration site described in subsection (c) to test tech-15

nologies that enhance port of entry operations, including 16

those related to inspections, communications, port tracking, 17

identification of persons and cargo, sensory devices, per-18

sonal detection, decision support, and the detection and 19

identification of weapons of mass destruction. 20

(e) REPORT.— 21

(1) REQUIREMENT.—Not later than 1 year after 22

the date of the enactment of this Act, and annually 23

thereafter, the Secretary shall submit to Congress a 24

report on the activities carried out at each demonstra-25
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tion site under the technology demonstration program 1

established under this section. 2

(2) CONTENT.—The report shall include an as-3

sessment by the Commissioner of the feasibility of in-4

corporating any demonstrated technology for use 5

throughout United States Customs and Border Protec-6

tion. 7

SEC. 708. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS. (a) 8

IN GENERAL.—In addition to any funds otherwise avail-9

able, there are authorized to be appropriated such sums as 10

may be necessary to carry out sections 703, 704, 705, 706, 11

and 707 for fiscal years 2009 through 2013. 12

(b) INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS.—Funds authorized 13

to be appropriated under this title may be used for the im-14

plementation of projects described in the Declaration on 15

Embracing Technology and Cooperation to Promote the Se-16

cure and Efficient Flow of People and Commerce across our 17

Shared Border between the United States and Mexico, 18

agreed to March 22, 2002, Monterrey, Mexico (commonly 19

known as the Border Partnership Action Plan) or the 20

Smart Border Declaration between the United States and 21

Canada, agreed to December 12, 2001, Ottawa, Canada that 22

are consistent with the provisions of this title. 23
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DIVISION B—BORDER SECURITY 1

TITLE X—BORDER SECURITY REQUIREMENTS 2

SEC. 1001. SHORT TITLE. 3

This division may be cited as the ‘‘Border Security 4

First Act of 2007’’. 5

SEC. 1002. BORDER SECURITY REQUIREMENTS. 6

(a) REQUIREMENTS.—Not later than 2 years after the 7

date of the enactment of this Act, the President shall ensure 8

that the following are carried out: 9

(1) OPERATIONAL CONTROL OF THE INTER-10

NATIONAL BORDER WITH MEXICO.—The Secretary of 11

Homeland Security shall establish and demonstrate 12

operational control of 100 percent of the international 13

land border between the United States and Mexico, 14

including the ability to monitor such border through 15

available methods and technology. 16

(2) STAFF ENHANCEMENTS FOR BORDER PA-17

TROL.—The United States Customs and Border Pro-18

tection Border Patrol shall hire, train, and report for 19

duty 23,000 full-time agents. 20

(3) STRONG BORDER BARRIERS.—The United 21

States Customs and Border Protection Border Patrol 22

shall— 23
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(A) install along the international land bor-1

der between the United States and Mexico at 2

least— 3

(i) 300 miles of vehicle barriers; 4

(ii) 700 linear miles of fencing as re-5

quired by the Secure Fence Act of 2006 6

(Public Law 109–367), as amended by this 7

Act; and 8

(iii) 105 ground-based radar and cam-9

era towers; and 10

(B) deploy for use along the international 11

land border between the United States and Mex-12

ico 4 unmanned aerial vehicles, and the sup-13

porting systems for such vehicles. 14

(4) CATCH AND RETURN.—The Secretary of 15

Homeland Security shall detain all removable aliens 16

apprehended crossing the international land border 17

between the United States and Mexico in violation of 18

Federal or State law, except as specifically mandated 19

by Federal or State law or humanitarian cir-20

cumstances, and United States Immigration and Cus-21

toms Enforcement shall have the resources to main-22

tain this practice, including the resources necessary to 23

detain up to 45,000 aliens per day on an annual 24

basis. 25
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(b) PRESIDENTIAL PROGRESS REPORT.— 1

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 90 days after 2

the date of enactment of this Act, and every 90 days 3

thereafter until the requirements under subsection (a) 4

are met, the President shall submit a report to Con-5

gress detailing the progress made in funding, meeting, 6

or otherwise satisfying each of the requirements de-7

scribed under paragraphs (1) through (4) of sub-8

section (a), including detailing any contractual agree-9

ments reached to carry out such measures. 10

(2) PROGRESS NOT SUFFICIENT.—If the Presi-11

dent determines that sufficient progress is not being 12

made, the President shall include in the report re-13

quired under paragraph (1) specific funding rec-14

ommendations, authorization needed, or other actions 15

that are or should be undertaken by the Secretary of 16

Homeland Security. 17

SEC. 1003. APPROPRIATIONS FOR BORDER SECURITY. 18

There is hereby appropriated $3,000,000,000 to satisfy 19

the requirements set out in section 1002(a) and, if any 20

amount remains after satisfying such requirements, to 21

achieve and maintain operational control over the inter-22

national land and maritime borders of the United States, 23

for employment eligibility verification improvements, for 24

increased removal and detention of visa overstays, criminal 25
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aliens, aliens who have illegally reentered the United States, 1

and for reimbursement of State and local section 287(g) ex-2

penses. These amounts are designated as an emergency re-3

quirement pursuant to section 204 of S. Con. Res. 21 (110th 4

Congress). 5

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Department of Home-6

land Security Appropriations Act, 2008’’. 7
